DRASTIC TAX BILL 
S RECOMMENDED 


Measure to Bring Out In- 
visible Property Would 
Require That All Notes 
Be Stamped Annually. 


After a bitter discussion, and on 


the closest vote that has been had. 


in any committee at this session, the 
ways and means committee of the 
house recommended yesterday prob- 
ably the most drastic tax measure 
that has ever been aca gia to 
a Georgia legislature. The i 
which is sponsored by Representa- 
tive Cole, of Coweta, is intended to 
bring out for taxation all the so- 
called invisible property in the 
state, an issue which has been the 
bone of contention between the 
friends and enemies of tax reform 
for many years. 
Casts Deciding Vote. 

The vote was 8 to 8, and the 
deciding vote for a favorable recom- 
mendation was made by the chair- 
man of the committee, Zach Arnold, 
who in doing so explained that it 
was not that he favored the bill, but! 
that he wanted to call the hands of 
those who were opposing the tax 
reform measures of the tax commis- 
sion, and he knew that this bill 
would do so, 

Mr. Arnold declared that the bill 
would undoubtedly achieve its aim 


and get so-called invisible property | 


to the tax digests; but it would also 
drive from the state all investment 
capital and result in the bankruptcy 
of many banks and money-handling 
‘organizations. He wanted the meas- 
ure to be placed squarely before the 
members of the house so that the 
people of Georgia might at least 
learn whether its so-called advo- 
cates were sincere in their agita- 
tion. * 

Representative Hendrix, the Ful- 
ton member of the delegation, spoke 
and voted against the bill, declar- 
ing that it was confiscatory, would 
mean almost bankruptcy for Geor- 
gia and would lay so much work on 
the tax receiver of Fulton county 
that a building could hardly be 
found large enough in the city to 
hold his office. 

Must Be Stamped Annually. 

The bill requires all notes, mort- 
gages or other evidences of indebt- 
edness to be presented to the tax 
receiver each year and stamped by 
him. Until this iggdone they have 
no standing in court, and no judg- 
ment can be given upon them. The 
placing of a forged or false stamp 
upon a paper is made a felony.

General March declared that di- 
rect responsibility for evil condi- 
tions in all American places of de- 
tention in and around Paris rested 
with the colonel of the 158th in- 
antry, who was in charge of these 
places. All officers of that regiment 
except the colonel were tried by 
court-martial as a result of inspec- 
tions made at the Bastile and Hotel 
St. Anne in Paris and at farm No. 2, 
and the chief officer was sent to the 
“canning. factory” at Blois on 
grouds of inefficiency. 

It was recalled at the hearing that 
Lieutenant Smith (whose first name 
was discovered to be Frank), Lieu- 
tenant Charles Joseph Mason, Lieu- 
tenant Helfenstein and Sergeant 
Clarence Ball were tried,by court- 
martial on charges of cruelty to 
prisoners, theft of their valuables 
and destruction of their personal 
property, such as photographs, 
crucifixes, rosaries and scapulars. 
Smith at ‘first was sentenced to 
three years at hard labor, with dis- 
honorable discharge. This was re- 
duced to 18 months at hard labor 
by a reviewing officer. Helfenstein 
was given dishonorable discharge. 
Mason was acquitted on first trial, 
but on a second trial, where he was 
charged with perjury committed at 
the first trial, was found guilty and 
recommended for dishonorable dis- 
charge. Reviewing officers ap- 
parently balked at the severity of 
this punishtment.

The witness related a gross 
insult shown Ambassador Henry P, 
Fletcher at Carranza’s presidential 
inauguration. 

“Mr. Fletcher was hissed as he 
drove through the'streets of Mexico 
City,” said Mr. Mitchell. “Later he 
was hissed by deputies while on his 
way to attend the inauguration of 
Carranza. The German minister fol- 
lowing Mr. Fletcher was loudly 
cheered, and there were numerous 
other instances of the strong pro- 
German feeling instigated by the 
Carranza government. 


Insults for American Women. 


“American women particularly 
have been subjected to all sorts of 
insults and Americans generally 
have not been so well treated as 
other foreigners. They were always 
well treated under Diaz, but when 
Carranza became president, instead 
of being grateful for all the United 
States had done, he apparently 
countenanced all sorts of insult and 
injury to Americans. After the 
Pershing expédition and the Vera 
Cruz incident hatred of Americans 
became red hot, but it has now 
somewhat subsided. 

At is a substantiated fact that 
several Carranza officers were paid 


by German interests and Germans 


in Mexico, official records will show, 
were not taxed nearly so heavily 
as other foreigners.”

Coming as Guest 


Of United States 


Heir to British Throne 


Has Accepted Invitation 
by President Wilson. 
Prince Will Come Next 
Month. 


London, July 23.—The Prince of 
Wales will visit the United States 
next month as 4 guest of the Amer- 
ican government. King George, on 
behalf of the prince, has accepted 
an invitation sent the prince by 
President Wilson to visit the presi- 
dent in Washington. 

After his visit to Canada the 
prince will go to Washington for a 
few days as a guest of the American 
government and later will make a 
brief visit to New York, where he 
will live on bomrd the British battle- 
ship Renown in New York harbor, 
although still a guest of the govern- 
ment. 

Earl Curzon, of Kedleston, presi- 
dent of the council, has sent the fol- 
lowing letter to John W. Davis, the 
American ambassador to Great Bri- 
tain, concerning the visit of the 
prince: 

“I am desired by his majesty, the 
king, to say that he has received 
with special gratification the invi- 
tation which you have conveyed to 
his eldest son, the Prince of Wales, 
from the president of the United 
States to visit that country as the 
guest of the American government 
on the occasion of his forthcoming | 
visit to the Dominion of Canada. 

“It. gives the king the greatest 
pleasure to accept this invitation 
for the Prince of Wales both on per- 
sonal grounds and as a mark of the 
intimate relations that so happily 
exist between the American and 
British peoples, drawn ever more 
closely together by the imperishable 
memories of tases > in the re- 
cent wars.

1. That upon two years’ notice the 
United States could cease to be a 
member of the league without hav- 
ing the league pass upon whether 
she had fulfilled all her obligations 


under the covenant. 
2. That selt-governed colonies and 


dominions could not be represented 
on the league council at the same 
time with the mother government, or 
be included in any of those clauses 
where the parties to the dispute are 
excluded from its settlement. 

3. That the functioning of the 
council under article ten shall be 
advisory only and that ench mem- 
ber shall be left free to determine 
questions of war in its own way, 
the decision of the United States 
resting with congress. 

4. That differences between ‘the 
nations regarding immigration, the 
tariff and other domestic questions 
shall not be left to the league for 
settlement. ae ' 

5. That the Monroe dectrine is to 
be reserved for administration by 
the United States. 

6. That the United States reserves 
the right te withdraw uncondition- 
ally at the end of ten years or at 
least to terminate then her obliga- 
tions under article ten.

TAFT’S VIEWS 
ON THE TREATY. 


The letters both dated Pointe-a- 
Pie, Quebec, and dated July 20, fol- 
low: 3 

“My Dear Mr. Hayes: In what I 
said yesterday I did not go over the 
various interpretations and reserva- 
tions, because I thought that in our 
previous correspondence they were 
sufficiently explained. I think it 
wise, now that I have formulated 
them, after a good deal of thought, 
to take up my reasons in detail for 
suggesting them. 

“Speaking generally, I wish to 
emphasize my conviction that the 
United States senate might well rat- 
ify the present treaty, without any 
reservations or interpretations. 1 
am confident that the actual opera- 
tion of the treaty after ratification 
would bring about exactly the same 
result as that which would be at- 
tained by the acceptance of these in- 
terpretations and reservation, but it 


men to recognize the exigencies, 
personal, partisan and political, of a 
situation in seeking to achieve real 
progress and reform. 

Alleged Mistakes by Wilson. 

“The situation which confronts us 
now in reference to the ratification 
of the treaty is one created by very 
serious mistakes of policy com- 
mitted by Mr. Wilson. The partisan 
character of his administration dur- 
ing the war, together with his ap- 
peal to his countrymen to elect a 
democratic congress in November, 
1918, created a condition of per- 
sonal and political antagonism to- 
ward him among republican lead- 
ers, which was shared by a ma- 
jority of the American people. This 
was shown in the results of the 
election. Notwithstanding this, Mr. 
Wilson persisted in continuing the 
same partisan exclusion of republi- 
cans in dealing with the highly im- 
portant matter of settling the re- 
sults of the war. He selected a 
commission in which the republicans 
had no representation and in which 
there were no prominent Americans 
of any real experience and leader- 
ship of public opinion. With such 
a commission, his unusual course in 
going abroad himself, as president, 
greatly emphasized the personal 
element in the framing of the treaty 
and intensified ‘the general ten- 
dency to oppose anything that he 
might bring home, because of his 
apparent wish to dictate the policy 
of the world and,to monopolize the 
credit for it. 

League Defects Charged te Wilson, 

J feel that some of the defects 
of the league of nations are due 
to him. I am confident that he pre- 
vented the adoption of the plan of 
the league to enforce peace in re- 
spect to an international court and 
the settlement of justiciable ques- 
tions. This was, as I am advised, 
in the English plan but was studi- 
ously omitted from the very satis- 
factory American plan. This prej- 
udice against courts is well known. 
Article 10, I think, is due to him 
primarily, because it is merely the 
embodiment of the last of his four- 
teen points. While it came from 
his suggestion, however, it suited 
the demand of the French, so far as 
it went, and I bélieve it to be now 
the heart of the league in tending 
to unite the forces of the world in 
police duty to suppress wars of con- 
quest. 

“The power of amendment con- 
tained within the terms of the 
league offers full opportunity to 
remedy the defects of .the league 
with reference to the international 
court and in other respects. The 
great point which supporters of the 
league of netions now should seek 
is the establishment of a basis 
upon which, throug:. amendment, 
the league can be perfected. 

“It is absolutely necessary to re- 
tain Article X. in order to stabilize 
the world. The fluid condition of 
the region of the war threatens the 
stability of the world, and it needs 
the united force of the world to re- 
store a normal condition of self- 
maintenance. In my judgment, 
therefore, it would be most unfortu- 
nate if the cautionary influence of 
Article X. may not be retained, in 
the crucial decade through which 
the world is to pass. 

Hostility Toward Wilson. 

The attitude of hostility toward 
the president has aroused criticism 
and opposition which might have 
been avoided had he taken with 
him such a man as Mr. Root and two 
repres2ntatives of the foreign rela- 
tions committee in the senate. The 
criticisms thus aroused have endan- 


y two-thirds of the senate. 1 

“Mr. Wilson's influence with his 
democratic supporters in the senate 
will secure pcrhaps 45 votes. Nine- 
teen republican votes are needed, 
and the question is how they can 
be secured. I don’t think they can 
be secured except by relieving their 
consciences through reassuring in- 
terpretations of the ＋ of such 
a character that they are 
be accepted without 
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“Coming now to specific interpre- 


tations, it seems to me that the 
first achieves all that the drafts- 
men of the withdrawal clause in- 
tended, and as thus interpreted re- 
lieves. that clause from a possible 
construction by which the actual 
withdrawal on two years’ notice 
might be greatly nindered through 
the claims of the other members of 
the league. 


Votes of British Colonics. 


“The second interpretation has 
to do with the presence in the 
league, as members, of self-govern- 
ing dominions or colonies of a home 
government, also a member. Cer- 
tainly in a small body like that of 
the council, it would be unfair to 
have a home government represent- 
ed and also one of its dominions or 
colonies, and I cannot think it was 
the intention of the framers of the 
covenant. that this might happen. 
Yet I am bound to say that such a 
result is not excluded by the pres- 
ent language of the covenant in 
article 10 and article 4; nor does 
the language of article 16 necessarily 
exclude from the tribunal to recom- 
mend a settlement of a dispute, a 
home government where one of its 
dominions or colonies is a party, 
nor does it necessarily exclude a do- 
minion or colony from such tribunal 
where the home government may 
be a party. 

I have no doubt that both of these 
exclusions were intended by the 
framers of the covenant. Nor is 
there any express description of the 
function to be performed by the 
council or the assembly under Ar- 
ticle XV. so as to require that it 
should act judicially and according 
to intended national law or equity 
and justice. I have no doubt that it 
was intended that the language of 
the preamble should characterize 
the function of the duties of the 
council or assembly under Article 
XV. and therefore that the language 
I have introduced in the second in- 
terpretation is merely giving ex- 
ression to that which ought to be 
nferred as the intention of the 
framers of the covenant. I may 
say that it supplies that which Mr. 
Root forcibly represented as a de- 
fect of the covenant. 

Effect of Article X. 

“The third interpretation is an 
exact legal construction of the ef- 
fect of Article X.. and I do not see 
how any of the a menaned dl powers 
can object to it. The conclusions in 
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respect to im 
iff to be something

and tariff unaffectea dy treaties 
are purely domestic questions, then 
it cannot injure the league to say 
that which is undoubtedly a maxim 
of international law and remove the 
concern of those who suspect other 
nations of being in constant and 
unprincipled conspiracy against the 
interests of the Umea states. We 
may deplore this attitude of mind, 
but where it costs nothing in the 
effectiveness of the league, we may 
well insert a provision to remove 
the fears it prompts. 

“The fifth interpretation defihes 
the Monroe doctrine. As the expres- 
sion ‘Monroe doctrine’ is used in 
article 21, and as the United States 
is the author of the doctrine and 
has maintained it for 96 years, it 
is fairly within the limit of an in- 
terpretation for it to state what the 
doctrine has been made to be in 
the history of its development to 
the present day. As the time has 
come for its world recognition the 
time has also come for its defini- 
tion, and I believe the language 
used correctly stares what we have 
a right to claim it to be and all 
that we have the right to claim it 
to be. 

Answer All Reasonable Criticism. 


“These interpretations, it seems 
to me, reasonably answer cll the 
reasonable or sincere’ criticisms 
made against the league except as 
they are met by the single reser- 
vation as to article 10, which is sug- 
gested at the close. Mr. Root, in 
his letter to you, proposed that the 
operation of article 10 be limited 
to five years when the settlements 
of the war should be re-examined, 
with the view to the further opera- 
tion of the article after a reset- 
tlement. Influenced by some direct 
information that I have as to the 
attitude of France in respect to ar- 
ticle 10, I am ‘confident that the 
period of five years is not long 
enough for this stabilization and 
does not offer the security which 
France eagerly seeks under the 
league or by supplemental treaty. 
I think, therefore, that the caution- 
ary influence of the league would 
be greatly strengthened Ly length- 
ening this period from five to ten 
years. It seems to me that ought

SENT BY TAFT. 

“My dear Will: Referring to

I only wish 
to help where and when I can, and 
I wish to avoid injury to the cause 
by complete self-effacement, if that 
will help. 


Wiser Not to Consult Root. 


“I am glad to know from you 
that you approve the compromise 1 
have suggested, and that you believe 
in keeping the matter confidential 
until a later time when it may be 
useful to act. I feel that it would 
perhaps be wiser not to consult Mr. 
Root at all and certainly not Mr. 
Lodge and his sympathetic follow- 
ers on the foreign relations commit- 
tee until the situation develops and 
issues are more clearly drawn. 

“I am sending a copy of this let- 
ter to Mr. Hilles, with the hope that 
you and he may confer in further- 
ance of our common object, which 
is that of securing a ratification of 
the treaty, a freeing of the republic- 
an party of the burden of defeat- 
ing the treaty and the removal of 
its issues from the next political 
campaign.

Washington, July 23.—Private 
ownership and operation of rail- 
roads, merged into twenty or thir- 
ty great competing systems under 
‘the supervision of a federal trans- 
portation board, with a statutory 
rule of rate-making assuring to 
the roads ‘a net return of 6 per 
cent, was offered to the house com- 
mittee today as the plan of the na- 
tional transportation conference, 

Harry A. Wheeler, of Chicago, 
former president of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, 
explained that hearings had been 
held for six months at which ship- 
pers, railroad men, labor union of- 
ficials and bankers had been heard. 
The plan evolved was said to be a 
combination of the best features 
of plans already put forward with 
some new elements assembled into 
what the conference regarded as 
a harmonious whole. 

Continued government operation 
until remedial legislation is enact- 
ed was urged by the conference, 
with the limitation that such leg-

The exereise of control over the se- 
curities of a state corporation by 
congress is much harder to justify 
under existing law than the power 
to compel federal incorporation by 
interestate systems.” 


Southern Railway Cited. 


Mr. Smith cited the Southern 
Railway company as an example of 
the insuperable difficulty which 
would be encountered if the federal 
government undertook to create 
new corporations to take over the 
business of existing state charter- 
ed companies, rather than compel 
federal incorporation of existing 
companies. 

“The Southern railway,” he said, 
“is a system made up of more than 
one hundred separate railroad cor- 
porations. It owns some of them; 
it controls others under long leases, 
and others by majority stock hold- 
ings. It has effected their mer- 
ger by all the known methods of 
putting one railroad under the op- 
erative control of another. Their 
obligations, under the kaleidoscopic 
arrangements it has made in bring- 
ing the system together, could not 
be transformed and lifted out of 
the several state corporations and 
set down in a new federal corpora- 
tion. ‘As a business proposition, it 
would he impracticable.”

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Future of Air Service and 
Reorganization of the 
Army Will Depend 
Largely on Recom- 
mendation of the Gen- 
eral. |

Washington, July 23.—Plans for 
the reorganization of the American 
army on a peace basis are being 
held in abeyance pending the return 
of General Pershing, Secretary of 
War Baker told the house mili- 
tary affairs committee, which 
called him and General Peyton C. 
March to explain charges that the 
air service is being “junked” and 
the army about to experience a 
serious shortage of officers due to 
the decision to terminate all reserve 
commissions on September 30. 

Secretary Baker indicated that 
General Pershing would be back in 
the United States in a short time, 
probably in August, and that very 
soon thereafter the war department 
would present its recommendations 
to congress relative to the strength 
of the permanent military establish- 
ment. 

The war sedretary. the chief of 
staff and members of the committee 
appeared agreed that the existing 
arrangement requiring a reduction 
in the size of the army to about 
230,000 men, beginning October 1. in 
order to meet the conditions of the 
army appropriation law which car- 
ried’ funds for an average force of 
325,000 men during the 12 months 
period which began on July 1. 

Necessity for Discharge. 

General March explained the ne- 
cessity for the discharge of all re- 
serve officers on September 30, as 
being due to the fact that with an 
army of 230,000 men the number 
of officers would have to be reduced 
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sponsible 
propriations 


l re- 
duction of the army, then inquired 
of Ge -. March and re 
Baker what could be done to re- 
tain the reserve officers in the serv- 
ice. It was suggested that a spe- 
cial resolution by congress would 
accomplish that end, and upon the 
invitation of members of the com- 
mittee Secretary Baker promised to 
have such a bil drawn in the war 
department in the next few days. 


Questions as to the date of the 
expected withdrawal of American 
troops from Siberia failed to elicit 
any definite. information in that re- 
spect, but did draw from Secretary 
Baker a statement to the effect that 
it is his present hope to have all 
drafted men out of the army by 
October 1. He said that would be 
possible unless some unforeseen dif- 
ficulty arose. 

Representative La Guardia, of 
New York, and Anthony, of Kan- 
sav’ republican members of the 
committee, voiced their displeasure 
at newspaper reports of the “junk- 
ing of the air service,” which at- 
tached the blame to congress 
which failed to appropriate the 
amount, of money requested by the 
war department for aviation. Mr. 
Baker declared dhe had nothing to 
do with such statements and that 
he preferred to deal with congress 
in the matter of maintaining the 
flying corps. 

Alr Service Bad. 


Both General March and Secre- 
tary Baker admitted that the air 
service is “in a bad way” due to the 
inability to retain in the service 
the qualified flyers, but the chief 
of staff insists that the medical 
corps and other branches of the 
army were in the same predicament. 

Representative La Guardia de- 
clared the trouble to be due to the 
fact that German officers were 
given all the higher ranks in the 
air service, while actual flyers 
were retained as junior officers. Mr. 
Baker explained that most of the 
skilled flyers were young men not 
qualified to hold advanced zank in 
the administrative branch of the 
service. Mr. La Guardia referred to 
the selection of Major-General 
Charles T. Menoher, a line officer, 
as head of the air service and the 
recent promotion of nine lieuten- 
ant-colonels to the grade of colonel. 

Secretary Baker declared that 
every effort is being made by the 
war department to prevent the dis- 
integration of the air service. He 
assured the committee that an at- 
tempt would be made to induce 


many of the army fliers, who are | 


nearly all national army or emer- 
gency officers, to Accept commis- 


sions in the regular establishment | 


so that the present personnel will 
not be disorganized. 
Representative Anthony sug- 
gested that since there was no pro- 
vision for a large number of reg- 
ular officers in the air service, the 
flyers might be commissioned in the 


0 congress, Which 
promised would be forthcoming. 


Baker Enthusiastic. 

“That seems to, be a very good 
solution of the question, doesn’t it?” 
Mr. Baker asked, turning to Gen- 
éral March. g 

“Yes,” replied General March. I 
had not thought of that plan, but I 
Will see that it is carried out,” Mr. 
Baker added. 


With reference to the charges 
made by many newspapers that the 
republican economy program would 
disrupt the army organization, par- 
ticularly as it related to the air 
service, Secretary Baker stated that 
he believed congress should have 
appropriated for a larger army than 
the average of 325,000 men, as 
carried in the bill recently passed. 

“Do you mean that you want a 
larger peace time army than this 
bill tontemplates?” asked Repre- 
sentative Sanford, republican, of 
New York. 


“Yes.” replied Mr. Baker, I de- 
lieve the army should be kept larger 
than the reduced number this bill 
makes necessary, which will be less 
than 200,000 at the largest because 
of the present unsettled condition 
of world affairs.” 

“Isn’t disarmament contemplated 
in the league of nations?“ Mr. San- 
ford asked. 

To an extent, yes, but we should 
not disrupt the army organization 
until the league of nations is def- 
initely settled.” 

Representative Anthony . quoted 
statements of army officers that 
the reduced appropriation would 
junk ‘the air service and prevent 
the proper care for army supglies. 
Without Baker’s Authority. 

“I never authorized such state- 
ments,” Mr. Baker replied. 

“The impression given is that the 
total for the air service is $235,000,- 
000,” said Mr. Anthony. “The total 
for the air service directly was 
that amount, but the pay of signal 
corps is not included in this amount. 
A lump sum was made for the pay 
of the corps, and the department 


‘ess has Sppronriated ‘$1,500,000, - 
00 for the air service, and it seems 
that with the supplies on hand, the 
additional appropriations are liberal 
and there need no talk of ‘junk- 
ing the air service.“ | 

“In regard to the caring of su 
pllel, can you tell us of a sing 
rifle that is not being properly cared 
for because of the present appro- 
priations?” Mr. Anthony inquired, 
and Secretary Barer gave à nega- 
tive reply. 

Following the hearing Chairman 
Kahn declared that a complete re- 
organization of the army will be 
provided for in the bill to be draft- 
ed by the war department and sub- 
mitted to the house military affairs 
as soon as possible. Both Genefals 
Pershing and March will be asked 
to give their opinions on the mat- 
ter, he added. Mr. Kahn shares the 
dissatisfaction of the war depart- 
ment. with the present arrangement 
for an army of 230,000 men and 
he prefers a program of universal 
milita training.

Turks Have Formed an 
Army in Asia Minor and 
May Drive Out Greeks. 
Will Allies Send Troops 
to Assist Greeks? 


By Frank H. Simends. 

The announcement that fighting 
is going on between the Turks and 
the Greek army of occupation in 
the Smyrna region of Asia Minor 
calls attention to one more of the 
unsettled problems of the Paris con- 
ference. Of this problem the Smyr- 
na episode is but one detail, actually 
the difficulties begin at the Euro- 
pean frontiers of the old Ottoman 
empire and extend to the Persian 
gulf. In this territory, far larger 
than the districts affected by the 
European settlement, the rivalries 
of European nations and the age- 
long strife between the inhabitants 
themselves combine to baffle the 
best intentioned peacemakers in the 
world. 

The present trouble between the 
[Turk and the Greek oddly recalis 
ancient history. More than two 
thousand years ago the appeal of 
the Greek colonists inhabiting the 
western shores of Asia Minor pro- 
voked the Persian wars. Now the 
Turkish persecution of Greeks in 
the same region has been the war- 
rant for a new Greek intervention, 

Greece Not Strong Enough. 

But Greece, herself, even with the 
increases of territory and population 
acquired in the Balkans wars, is not 
strong enough to defend the terri- 
tory she occupies against the Turks, 
She has neither the men nor the 
money and she cannot expect her 
armies to make head against those 
of the Osmanli. The 
given by the great powers to Greece 
to occupy Smyrna was, it would 
seem, premature, even conceding the 
rights of the Greeks in the premises. 

The truth seems to have been 
that Greece was allowed to go to 
Asia, because the French and the 
British had made an uncomfortable 
and an unrighteous bargain with 
the Italians, granting to them the 
right to take both Smyrna and 
Adalia, while Italy on her part 
agreed that France and Britain 
should have Syria and Mesopotamia, 
respectively, without Italian protest. 
But there was no Italian population 
in either Smyrna or Adalia. There- 
fore, when the Italians occupied 
Adalia, somewhat precipitately, a 
few months ago, the Greeks were 
spurred to make their landing in 
Smyrna. 

Who Is to Ald Greece? 

‘Now who is to aid the Greeks? 
Will the British and French consent 
to send troops to Asia Minor to fight 
the Turks? If they do not, the 
Greeks may shortly be driven back 
to the coast, may even be forced off 
the mainland altogether. And if 
they are, the mandate of\the league 
of nations becomes a mockery. To 
be sure the Turk has been ordered 
to desist. But will he? Constanti- 
nople is in allied hands, but the 
Turks have organized armies on the 
Asiatic mainland beyond the reach 
of allied fleets, ; 

It is, of course, manifest that the 
Turk cannot successfully fight the 
United States, Britain and France, 
but will all or anyone of these 
states be ready to send large armies

to Asia Minor and incur the heavy 
expense of war, even a minor war? 
Certainly France has a large con- 
tract on her hands, if she is to take 
over Syria, and Britain has an 
Egyptian rebellion and a Mesopota- 
mian problem. As for the United 
States, will public sentiment at 
home support an expedition to 
Smyrna an ‘occupation of the Turk- 
ish empire, or of the Anatolian 
fraction? 


International State Possible. 


It is possible to create an inter- 
national state in Constantinople. 
Syria and Mesopotamia are suffi- 
ciently remote from Anatolia to 
make it possible for the French and 
British, using native troops, to hold 
them. The inhabitants would prob- 
ably prefer European to Turkish 
rule, but the Smyrna and Adalia 
districts, all of Anatolia and for that 
matter of Armenia, too, are within 
striking distance of the Turkish ar- 
mies, the Turk has the advantage of 
position, ? 

Meanwhile the Italians are watch- 
ing the Greek difficulties with un- 
concealed satisfaction. Italy ex- 
pected to take Smyrna, as France 
planned to take Beirut and Britain, 
Bagad. But while the French have 
Beirut and the British Bagdad, the 
Greeks are in Smyrna. If Helienic 
troops are driven to the sea, then 
the Greek failure may give Italy a 
new chance. Moreover, even if 
events do not turn out favorably 
for Italy, the new disturbance, may 
prove of infinite annoyance to her 
allies, who, from the Italian point 
of view, went back on their bar- 
gain. Conceivably Turkish armies 
might presently menace British and 
French colonies on the eastern edge 
of the Mediterranean. 


Turkey Must Be Divided. 


The fact about the Turkish -em- 
pire seems to be that it can only be 
disposed of, when it is divided 
among nations strong enough to 
police their portions, or placed un- 
der the control of one nation, which 
could organize the country as Brit- 
ain has organized Egypt and France: 
is organizing Morocco. But neither 
France, Britain, — nor Russia, 
if she comes to herself, again, will 
consent that any single European 
power shall take over Turkey. even 
the Osmanli portion, as contrasted 
with the Syrian and Arabic por- 
tions, which have been occupied by 
France and Britain. Conceivably all 
would assént to an American man- 
date, but this would mean an Amer- 
ican army permanently stationed in 
Turkey and not impossible a long 
drawn out war of subjugation. 

To coop the Turk on the intcrior 
plateau of Asia Minor, to make Con- 
stantinople and the shore of the 
Straits international territory, to 
give the west coast of Asia Minor 
to Greece, the south shore to Italy, 
to build an independent Armenia, 
defenseless and lacking the cap&city 


To Settle Nothing. 

This is obviously to settle nothing, 
for the Turk is bound to push out- 
ward again in all directions, to 
seek the coast, pushing the Greek 
into the sea, overrunning Armenia, 
involving Italy in one more expen- 
sive and dangerous colonial war. 
This is exactly what is happening 
now, so far as the Greek is con- 
cerned, 

We touch in this instance upon 
one of tne main problems before the 
leagve of nations, namely the ques- 
tien of enforeing its decisions. It 
has ho army, it can, doubtless bor- 
row ritish and American fleets for 
police work oh the coasts, but Ana- 
tolia, like Mexico, is not a seacoast 
problem. If Turkey were a civilized 
country like France or Italy, using 
the sea for its interchange, with 
the world and needing such inter- 
change, then there would be a 
method of bringing her to reason. 
But she is not. 


Turkey Center of Rivalries, 

Moreover, and the point is capt- 
tal, Turkey remains, as she has al- 
ways been, the center of rivalries 
‘between great powers. If French 
and British interests have been ac- 
commodated in the Arabic portions, 
France and Britain remain rivals: 
at Constantinople and oth are 
agreed, that neither shall have that 
city, while both are equally agreed 
in opposing Italian aspirations. Be- 
hind all lies the shadow of Russia, 
rromised Constantinople by both 
Britain and France four brief years 
ago. If she ever becomes strong 
again, Russia is certain to seek to 
follow the old pathway to open 
water. 

There is, then, something more 
than local significance in the latest 
Greeko-Turkish affair, which is_ so 
strangely reminiscent of the history

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WINNING FIGHT 


French Premier Emerges 


From the Conflict in 


Chamber of Deputies 
Stronger Than Ever. 


Paris, July 23.—Premier Clemen- 
ceau, who won for his cabinet a 
vote of confidence late yesterday in 
the chamber of deputies, emerged 
from the conflict stronger than the 
test vote showed. 

The final vote of confidence on a 
resolution by Deputy Secyian, ap- 
proving the government’s declara- 
tion of policy, showed confidence in 
the government by 289 to 176, a 
majority of 113. The first vote, 
which was on a demand for priority 
for the resolution of Deputy Chau- 
met, gave the premier a majority of 


272 to 181. M. Chaumet's résolution, 
for which priority was asked, was 
on the high cost of living. Priority 
for it was sought over the resolu- 
tion ot Deputy S. Augagneur, which 
was adopted Friday by a majority 
of 14, the government being in the 
minority. It was the Augagneur 
resolution that resulted in the 
resignation of M. Boret, the former 
food minister, now replaced by 
Joseph J. B. B. Noulens. 


Clemenceau Directed Fight. 


The premier directed his fight. 
He and all the ministers were on 
the government bench, and 
chamber was crowded, M. Noulens, 
the food minister, was sent first to 
the tribune, as the interpellation on 
the cost of living brought about the 
government’s demand for a vote of 
confidence. M. Noulens was follow- 
ed by Etienne Clementel, minister of 
commerce, and Louis Loucheur, 
minister of reconstruction. These 
three ministers had been the ob- 
jects of the chamber's principal crit- 
icisms recently. 

M. Clemenceau won applause even 
from the opposition when he fol- 
lowed his ministers to the tribune 
and made points in his address that 
caused some of his leading oppo- 
nents to laugh at members: of their 
own party. To console himself, for 
the criticisms of his administration, 
the premier said: “I have merely 
to think of those that will be level- 
ed at my successor.” 

The premier described the situa- 
tion of the government since the 
armistice, 


Liquidation of Catastrophe. 


“We are witnessing the liquida- 
tion-of the world’s greatest catas- 
trophe,“ he said. “It was impossible 
after five years of barbarous war- 
fare for everything to be returned 
to order at the moment of the sign- 
ing of the peace treaty.” 

He declared he had too much 
pride to reply to M. Chaumet, who 
accused him of not having repre- 
sented France well at the peace 
conference. 

J gave everything to that task,” 
he said, up to the limit of my 
strength. The chamber will have 
to discuss the peace treaty thor- 
oughly. It, as well as the country 
will judge my work. 

“On the morrow of the ratifica- 
tion of peace,” he added, he will 
see that the electorate is enabled to 
express itself. 

The premier concluded with an 
attempt to show the difficulties of 
his task, of which he had conscious- 
ness of having done well.

War Has Shaken Founda- 


tions of Japan as a Strong 
Power. 
(The GConstitution—Philadeiphia Public Ledger 


Service, Copyright, 1919.) 

Washington, July 23.—The “Yo- 
rodzu,” an important Japanese news- 
paper, fears the restoration of peace 
may make the position of Japan 
among the nations insecure. The 
war, it says, “has shaken the foun- 
dations of Japan as a strong pow- 
er,” because of the new methods and 
instrumentalities of warfare, ac- 
cording to a translation received 
from Tokio today. The journal con- 
tinues: 

„Japan has never taken any ag- 
gressive action, and this will also 
be the future policy of this country. 
The changes caused by the war, 
however, have lessened the value of 
the essentials of overseas develop- 
ment which were built up by Japan 
during the Meiji era. Economically, 
Japan is not yet in a position to 
take a full part in the world’s com- 
petition. It has accordingly be- 
come necessary to reconstruct her 
policy fundamentally, if she is to 
occupy a superior position in the 
world with her surplus population. 
The future destiny of the country 
depends upon how and how far this 
reconstruction will be carried out. 


League Has Little Value. 


“The league of nations has little 
practical value. It will not cause 


Great. Britain, the United States and 
other countries to forego selfish am- 
bitions. National defenses will be 
as necessary as ever. After the war 


the world will be so constructed as 


to make Great Britain and America 
predominant, and France, Italy, and 
Japan will be placed at a t dis- 
advantage. If it is desired to avoid 
the domination of Great Britain and 
America, Japan should establish her- 
self on the foundations similar to 
those which have made the two 
countries predominant. By this we 
mean that Japan should become 
democratic both internally and ex- 
ternally. What is external democ- 
racy? It is the principle of making 
known to the world by means of 
propaganda that Japan’s actions are 
always just and her civilization and 
real power are superior, with a view 
to m¢king Japan's voice effective in 


all tes. By interna) democracy 
is at the strengthening of the 
soli ot the people.

It is there- 
fore necessary that the reconstruc-

Change in the Method. of 
Selecting Rhodes Scholars 


During the latter part of the war 
period elections to Rhodes scholar- 
ships were postponed. Now that 
peace has come the Rhodes trust 
has announced the resumption of 
the scholarship system, but under a 
new method of selection. 

Heretofore the scholars have been 
chosen by acommittee composed of 
professors in the leading colleges. 
In future, the majority of the com- 
mittees of selection will, in each 
state where practicable, consist of 
ex-Rhodes scholars. For Georgia, 
Robert C. Alston, Third Nationa!

Of Senate’s “Good Nature.” 


In The Constitution Tuesday I 
made the following observation as 
to the senate debate that has been 
in progress for several days on the 
question of postponing action on the 
federal suffrage amendment: 

After all, it is a good-natured 
battie in the senate: and an il- 
luminating one. There has been 
no display of temper; no per- 
sonal words have been hastily 
and indiscreetly spoken that can 
cross the paths of the debaters 
in the years to follow. The sen- 
ate is composed of a number of 
Georgia’s ablest men. Indeed, 
I have never seen a stronger 
senate assembled in Georgia; 
and while I know that the op- 
ponents of ratification will force 
negative action on the federal 
amendment, though its consid- 
eration has been unsought by 
any friend of woman citizen- 
ship, I cannot ascribe to any 
senator a purpose other than 
that dictated by sincerity; or 
one other than what, deep in 
his own heart, he believes to be 
right. ; 

I fear I wrote too hastily: for in 
the course of an hour's speech in 
the senate yesterday Senator T. H. 
Parker, the author of the resolu- 
tion “to ratify the amendment“

Scathing Attack 
On President Wilson. 


“Our erstwhile democratic president 
says me too! What for? It is con- 


tended that the western women vot- 
ers of one state erected him to a 
second,term. All men (hp read 
and run) know that this propaganda 
for federal amendment ow suffrage, 
found its beginning in a program 
to make it possible for President 
Wilson to become the democratic 
candidate for a third term.

So, we of the south, 
long buffeted by the storms of pas- 
sion and political strife, hailed the 
advent of President Wilson and ex- 
pected a survey of the principles 
upon which our forefathers estab- 
lished this republic, and a long 
hoped-for return to old principles 
of government. But the president 
has developed a creed of his own. 
He cast old principles’ behind him, 
and is seeking to establish a new 
liturgy. The letter borne by his 
Catholic emissary to the New Jer- 
sey democrats. made demand that 
they rise to a new test of democracy: 
that the old party principles had 
passed away, and that new one were 
about to be born. Thus he threw 
away the old tenets of the party 
that had raised him to power. He 
at once took his unprecedented sum- 
mersault on the suffrage question, 
although he had previously told the 
suffragettes that ‘all his life he 
had advocated suffrage as.a matter 
belonging to the states.’ 

. “Later he married a new wife, 
and soon developed into a most ar- 
dent suffragist, casting to the winds 
the fundamental, the bed-roek prin- 
ciples of his party. In this change 
of mind the president forgot in what 
a predicament he placed the white 
women of the rural districts of the 
negro belt. He forgot the white 
woman's problems in the south. Yet 
he was aware that all these suf- 
frage organizations demanded the 
ballot for the negro woman. It was 
his administration that threw suf- 
frage into congress. Not content 
with having been elected president 
twice, and unwilling to relinquish 
the power of that office by follow- 
ing the example of Washington and 
all his noble successors, with one 
single exception, lusting for anoth- 
er term in order that he might sa- 
tiate his thirst for further aggran- 
dizement; heedless of the fealty due 
to the people who made his original 
election possible, he proposes that 
we sell our democratic birthright for 
a mess of pottage, without us re- 
ceiving so much as a single morsel 
for our share; but he to reap the 
sole and only benefit to be gained 
thereby.”

One of several important educa- 
tional measures now before the as- 
sembly, and one which is of impor- 
tance to the people in every part of 
this state, is that introduced by Sen- 
ator Elders for a school code. This 
was arranged by a committee con- 
sisting of the state superintendent 
of schools, the attorney general and 
H. H. Elders and W. T. Burkhalter, 
members of the 1918 general assem- 
bly. 

The importance of this legisla- 
tion is seen in the fact that there 
has never been a school code fn the 
state. In consequence, there are 


dozens of laws interfering with eaeh 
other. Some of them partially over- 
lap laws passed years ago; others 
nullify some parts of the law and 
leave: in force others, and again 
legislation has passed occasionally 
which left other conflicting laws on 
the subject still in force. 

Suh, for instance, is the case with 
the state board of education. The 
regular state code of Georgia laws 
prepared in 1914 shows in one place 
the professional state board of edu- 
cation provided by the laws of 1911, 
and in another the old ex-officio 
board which served prior to that 
time. 


Besides correcting old troubles. 


afd making a code which superin- 
tendents, boards and parents may 


definitely and clearly understand, 
the proposed school code makes 
needed suggestions and recommend- 
ations as required by law. For in- 
stance, the recommendation is made 
by the codifying committee that the 
compulsory education law be amend- 
ed by the employment of an attend- 
ance officer to secure the attend- 
ance of pupils from 8 to 14 years. 
There has never been any proper en- 
forcement of compulsory laws with- 
out such an official. This legisla- 
tion is still further strengthened by 
the recommendation of six months 
instead of four months’ attendance, 
and requiring the completion of the 
seventh instead of the fourth grade. 


The suggestion is made that ap- 
propriations to the public schools 


shall be made on a definite scale of 


3% mills and providing that it shall 
never be less than $3,500,000 per 
annum. This gives stability and 
certainty instead of leaving it to 
the whim and uncertainty of pass- 
ing legislatures. 

The right to establish junior high 
schools, or high schools of voca- 
tional or other character, is given 


to boards of education where there 
are sufficient funds provided by 
local taxation for these purposes. 
The construction of public school 
buildings, no matter how small, 
must be approved by the county and 
city school authorities. This will 
prevent the building of educational 
monstrosities sometimes put up by 
independent local action without re- 
rd to proper lighting and other 
acilities. :

REFRIGERATION OF FOOD. 

Water derived from melted ice 
often contains not only living germa, 
but even living worms. Some germs 
are not killed by temperatures far 
below freezing. The germ of anthraz 
will survive an exposure of many 
days to a temperature 158 degrees be- 
low freezing. Germs will survive 
the extremely low temperature of 
liquid air (315 degrees F.). There: 
fore, refrigeration merely delays 
fermentation or decomposition of 
food; it acts as an antiseptic merely, 
and not as a germicide. 

Milk, meat or eggs undergo slow 
putrefaction even when kept at a 
temperature near the freezing point. 
In milk this putrefactive decomposi- 
tion produces an alkaline reaction 
and a bitter taste. 
however, that any 8 polsonous 
8 is formed in such putrefae- 
tion, 9 

Fermentative and putrefactive de- 
composition of foods are due to 
germs which are naturally present 


aud do not cause disease in man, But. 
disease-producing germs also with- 


stand freezing temperature, lLyphoid 
germs may live in ice. 


Most human parasites are destroy- 
ed by freezing temperature. The beef 
tapeworm dies in twenty-one days, 


and the poor tapeworm may survive 


twenty-nine days in cold storage. 
Trichina is an exception, for is 
dangerous parasite (from pork) is 
not destroyed by cold storage. 
Meat and nouns are best 
served when actually frozen, 
and milk are injured by freezing. 
Too many home refrigerators are 
useless. The temperature in the 
ice box should not rise above 45 de- 
grees, but few household refrigera- 
tors maintain a 
as that, either through faulty con- 
struction or insufficient ee. A little 
toy ice box is an extravagant lux- 
ury, whereas a big refrigerator is 
true economy. The

| Bitter Filibuster Feared, 
Which May Impede the 


Progress of Necessary 
Legislation Now Wait- 
ing Action. 


One of the most interesting legis- 


| lative filibusters in the- history of 


Georgia, rivaling in the feelings 
aroused the famous filibuster on the 
first bone dry prohidition law when 
an extra session of the general as- 
sembly was called by the then Gov- 
ernor N. B. Harris in order to pass 
the general appropriation bill, is 
now on in both houses over the 
Susan B. Anthony amendment to 
the federal constitution. 

The fight has been going on in 
the senate for about two weeks and 
little has been done by that bodys 
during that time except to argue 
suffrage. The anti-suffragists say 
that they will bring the fight to a 
close in the senate today in their 
favor, but. the same fight started 
in the house yesterday with every 
prospect of being fought as bitter- 
ly, and possibly with as much loss 
of time that mignt be devoted to 
legislation crying aloud for enact- 
ment, as has been the case with 
the senate. 

The anti-suffragists are so bitter 
in their hostility to the suffrage 
amendment that they insist on Geor- 
gia going on record as rejecting the 
constitutional change this year. They 
freely admit that their battle is a 
lost one in the nation at large, but 
they want to put Georgia on record 
against what they regard as a blow 
to states’ rights and a possible men 
ace to the south in the enfranchise- 
ment of the negro woman. 

Possible’ Danger. 

The other side sees in action by 
Georgia and possibly two or three 
other southern states that may be 
counted on to reject the amendment 
not only almost certain defeat for 
the democratic party at the polis 
next year, but the hostility of the 
northern women voters and their 
friends aroused to that extent that 
they may insist on an interpretation 
of the fifteenth amendment that 
might bring all the horror of racial 
strife and loss of self-government 
to the four or at most six southern 
states vitally interested in the 
matter. These states are Geor- 
gia, Alabama, South Carolina 
and Mississippi, and possibly Florida 
and Louisiana. In two of these 
states the negro is in the majority. 
In Georgia and Alabama the ne- 
Sroes are in large numbers. In 
Florida and Louisiana they are a 
possible dange: but in no other 
states are they in large enough 
numbers to make a we serious 
issue. 

Opponents of action are not in- 
sisting upon Georgia taking affirm- 
ative action in the matter. Many 
of them are opposed to suffrage, 
particularly by federal constitu- 
tional amendment, but they regard 
the issue as overwhelmingly settled 
and they see in action by the fpur 
states named above, practically the 
only states that can be counted on 
to reject the amendment, action 
that might bring down upon the 
four states the wrath of the over- 
whelming majority of the rest of 
the country in such a way as to se- 
riously menace the peace and wel- 
fare of these states. 

Strong Scntiment. 

For that reason they feel so 
strongly in the premises that they 
are willing to carry their opposi- 
tion to any extremity within their 
power, although they realize that 
the agitation of the question has 
already done great harm and, if 
continued -much further, will de- 
stroy the usefulness of this general 
assembly to the people of Georgia. 
And never did any general assem- 
bly strat on its colrse with fairer 
outlook. The wilful thrusting in of 
two propositions, in neither of 
which are the people seriously in- 
terested, has done all the damage, 
it is claimed. 

The issue came up in the house 
yesterday when house resolution 
No. 20 was reached in its position 
on the calendar.

“Blow to Local Government.” 

It was the principle on which the 
Declaration of Independence was 
based, the author of which was the 
immortal founder of the democratic 
party. He regarded the Susan B. 
Anthony amendment as the great- 
est blow to loca: self-government 
that had ever been struck. It would 
deprive the south of every right to 
control its own suffrage and place 
it forever ander a dominant north. 
He did not see in ft a party issue, 
but ‘issue of patriotism that was 
paramount to all parties. He cared

The Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce has begun the fir’.t against 
the Kenyon bill in congress and has 
sent to every representative of the 
state in Washington telegrams call- 
ing for an active fight against the 
measure. 

The Kenyon bill, if passed, w-uld 
Place certain regulations on the 
meat packing industry, and would 
require every packing house to se- 
cure a license, and be governed by 


various government regulations. 


The bill is an outgrowth of war- 
time conditions, and its supporters 
argue that if it had been adopted 
during the war the meat supply of 
the nation would “ave been more 
intelligently handled. 

Georgia’s end of the opposition 
comes from the fact that producers 
in the state believe the bill offers 
a menace to the live stock industry 
in Georgia. 

‘Chamber of Commerce officials 
are unanimously of the opinion that 
opposition to the bill is general 
throughout the state, and that a big 
fight will be made when the meas- 
ure is brought up for consideration.

On August 6, there will be a mass meeting of men and women 
voters for open discussion on the distribution of the fund, upon which 
the joint assembly will vote. Therefore citizens at large are asked 
to think over this subject and be ready to vote upon it. The amount 
of the fund will naturally depend on the number of women who regis- 
ter and the goal fs 5,000.

OLD-TIME DESSERTS, 
Now that there seems to be a real 


shorjage of ice the wise housewife 
will turn to and make desserts vu! 
long ago. Among these delicacies 
are cottage pudding, cocoanut layer 
cake, gingerbread, chocolate and 
plain blanc mange and the gelatines 
which may contain fruits. 

Cottage pudding and gingerbread 
may both be served warm with a 
plain vanilla or lemon sauce or with 
stewed. and crushed fruits or with 
custard sauce er fruit whip. This 
will supply variety enough to suit 
almost every one, while plain cake 
‘with fruits or nuts in it delights 
yen those who are most finicky. 

Cottage Pudding: 

Place in a mixing bowl 

One cup of sugar, 

One egg. 

Six tablespoons of shortening, 

Two and one-half cups of flour, 

Five teaspoons of baking powder, 

One cup of water. 

Beat hard to thoroughly mix and 
then bake one-half of this mixture 
in well-greased custard cups for cot- 
tage pudding. To the balance of the 
mixture add a choice of any of the 
following: 

One-half cup 

One-half cup 


nuts, 

One-half cup 
raisins, 

One-half cup of currants, candied 
orange peel or lemon peel, 

One-half cup of finely chopped 
figs, dates or evaporated apricots. 

Pour into well-greased and flour- 
ed loaf-shaped pan and bake in mod- 
erate oven for thirty minutes. Cool 
and ice with water icing. 

Cocoanut Layer Cake. 

This delicioue old standby will 
make an attractive change to Vary 
the diet. Place in a mixing bowl 

One and one-half cups of sugar, 

Yolks of three eggs. 

Cream until light lemon color and 
then add nine tablespoons of short- 
ening and cream again. hen add 

Four cups of sifted flour, 

Five teaspoons of baking powder, 

One cup of water. 

Beat to thoroughly mix and then 
cut and fold in stiffly beaten whites 
of eggs. Bake in two well-greased 
and floured square layer cake pans 
in a moderate oven for twenty min- 
utes. Now place two tablespoons 
of butter in a bowl and wash free 
from salt. Now add one-naif cup of 
sugar and work to a cream. Spread 
between the layers of the cake and 
then put the cake together. 

Now place one-half cup of sugar 
in a mixing bowl and add one table- 
spoon of cornstarch. Sift to mix and 
then add sufficient boiling water to 
spread. Spread on the cake, then 
sprinkle thickly with cocoanut. 

This is a large cake and is quite 
rich. If it is cut in half and one 
part wrapped in wax paper and 
placed in a box it will keep for four 
or five — a that is, if it is placed 
under lock and key where there 
are young * about.

Add sufficient flour to make a 
dough, usually about nine cups of 
flour and one level tablespoon of 
baking powder. Work until the mix 
is well blended and can easily be 
handled and then place in a 3 
and set in the ice box for twenty- 
four hours to thoroughly ripen.

Cover closely and wrap in 
wax per, then in plain paper and 
tie with a string. The cookies will 
keep until open, if perfectly dry and 
cool when packed. 

To make soft covkies wring clean 
towel from hot water.

It Is to Laugh. 

There is talk of matching Jack 
Dempsey, heavyweight champion of 
the world, with Georges Carpentier, 
the French champion, for a bout to 
be fought in London, England, early 
in the fall. Dempsey is said to have 
been offered something like $100,000 
for his end, win or lose, or draw. 
There will be no “lose or draw“ 
to it if Jack Dempsey ever faces 
Georges Carpentier in the ring. 
That is, there will be no lose or 
draw to the Dempsey end. 

Unless he let him go a few 
rounds, either to give the crowd a 
run for, its money, or because he 
would wish to be lenient with a 
man like Carpentier, who saw long 
service in the big war as a soldier 
of France, Jack Dempsey would or 
will knock Georges Carpentier out 
in less than a round. There is no 
more comparison between the two 
men as fighters of the prize ring 
than there is between a United 
States dreadnaught and a Staten 
Island ferryboat. 

Georges Carpentier, at his best be- 
fore the war, when he defeated 
Bombardier Wells twice and won 
from Gunboat Smith on a foul, was 
a colorful boxer of just ordinary 
ability. Only abroad, where the 
heavyweights have been of poor 
caliber for many years, could he 
ever have attained high ranking. 

Although there is little or no 
similarity in their styles, Carpen- 
tier’s reputation was made very 
much as was that of Frank Moran. 
The French boxer was a clever, but 
not hard-hitting, middleweight 
fighter in the days when Willie and 
Harry Lewis were idols in Paris.

But when Billy 
Papke and Frank Klaus invaded 
the Parisian arenas they both

Before Dempesy disposed of Wil- 
lard, a match between him and Car- 
pentier might have been a great 
attraction. It would have been no 
more of a contest then. But the 
public was not aware of Dempsey 5s 
real ability, and would have 
flocked to see him with the gallant 
Frenchman. 

Perhaps a Dempsey-Carpentier 
bout would draw well now in Lon- 
don. But Jack Curley doubts, and 
so do I, that any one could drag 
Carpentier into the ring with the 
new champion. 

It isn’t that the French champion 
lacks courage. He hav proved that 
on the battlefields of France. But 
he is jealous of his reputation, and 
is smart enough to know that he 
would face a quick and decisive 
defeat.

National Weather 
Bulletin Is More 
Favorable to Crop 


Washington, July 23.—Cotton was favor- 
ably affecteg by weather conditions dur- 
ing the last week in most sections of the 
belt, except in the more eastern states, 
where there was too much rain, the na- 
tional weather and crop bulletin states. The 
crop made generally satisfactory progress 
in Texas, Oklahoma and Arkansas, but the 
plants are fruiting poorly in Texas and the 
growth is rank, while the general ‘condi- 
tion continues poor in southern Arkansas, 
but is fairly good in other sections; condi- 
tion ranges from poor to very good in Ok- 
lahoma. 

The crop is in satisfactory condition in 
central and northern Georgia, but poor in 
the south, while in Alabama ft ranges from 
fair to good. The heavy rains were detri- 
mental in the Carolinas and Florida. 

Weevil damage is increasing in many 
southern sections of the eastern portion of 
the belt, but complaints of this pest were 
not so numerous as previously in Texas. 

The temperatures averaged somewhat be- 
low normal in the extreme western and 
more eastrn portions of the cotton belt, 
but about normal elsewhere. Rainfall was 
moderately heavy to heavy in central Texas 
and the more eastern district, but mostly 
moderate to light elsewhere. 


FREEDOM IS COMING 
FOR INTERNED ALIENS 


Washington, July 23.—All intern-- 
ed. civilian enemy aliens, except 
those guilty of advocating anarchis- 
tic doctrines, and those who desire 
to be repatriated, will be given their 
freedom soon by the United States. 

Atorney-General Palmer said to- 
day that as congress had not acted 
on the recommendation of the de- 
partment of justice that a law be 
enacted permitting the deportation 
of persons interned as hostile to the 
United States, the department had 
decided to release the men from the 
detention camps. 

About 1,500 civilians were 
terned during the war.

As on Monday night, aggression 
last night appeared to come from 
the blicks, who had armed them- 
selves for retaliation on the whites 
following the beating of a number 
of negroes Saturday and Sunday 
nights. Practically all of the more 
serious trouble was in one district. 

Revised * early today for 
the period of disorders since Mon- 
day showed five dead and at least 
ten fatally wounded. Hundreds were 
less seriously hurt, and the jails 
and hospitals were literally over- 
flowing. 

Sale of firearms and ammunition 
in the city has been stopped. 


REP. RAGSDALE Dits 
IN DOCTOR'S Off 


Washington, July 23.—The body 
of Representative Ragsdale, of South 
Carolina, who died here suddenly 
today while in the office of his phy- 
sician awaiting treatment for heart 
trouble, will be taken tomorrow 
night to the Ragsdale home in 
Florence, where the funeral serv- 
ices will be held Friday afternoon. 

Mr. Ragsdale was in the house 
yesterday, apparently in good 
health. He had been undergoing 
treatment, however, for some weeks 
and made one of his regular visits 
today to the office of Dr. R. Arthur 
Hooe, where he died. 

Dr. R. Arthur Hooe, the represent - 
ative’s physician, said Mr. Rags- 
dale became unconsciou while 
being treated and that efforts to re- 
vive him were unsuccessful. 

Immediately after his death, word 
was sent to congress and both 
houses adjourned in respect. In 
the senate, Vice President Marshall 
appointed a committee to attend the 
funeral composed of Senators Smith 
and Dial, of South Carolina, As- 
hurst of Arizona, Beckham of Ken- 
tucky, Harrison of Mississippi, Fern- 
ald of Maine, Spencer of Missouri, 
Sterling of South Dakota and Suth- 
erland of West Virginia. A resolu- 
tion expressing sympathy with the 
family was introduced by Senator 
Smith and adopted. 

The house, of which Mr. Ragsdale 
had been a member for six years, 
will appoint a committee to attend 
the funeral and adopt a resolution 
of condolence tomorrow on conven- 
ing. 

Mr. Ragsdale realized after reach- 
ing his physician's office that death 
was near. it is believed, for he 
turned to his physician and asked
